No sign of 
West Nile

No birds have tested positive for 
West Nile virus in Andover this 
summer, said Everett Penney, 
health director, this week. 

But the real test may not come 
for a few more weeks. “The virus 
doesn’t seem to be out there in the 
mosquitoes so far, but the mosquito 
population hasn’t blossomed yet,” 
said Penney. 

The town health department has 
only sent one bird to be tested and 
it was not found to carry the virus. 
Andover started the program in 
town during 2001, after 20 to 30 
dead birds were found to be infect- 
ed with the West Nile Virus. More 
than a third of the birds testing pos- 
itive in the state that year came

Tests of Pomps Pond’s water 
during the past six weeks have 
shown the water is well below 
the warning levels set by the 
state for E. coli, said Health

E. coli exists normally in the 
lower intestine, but can make 
people sick if ingested.

change on how those decisions 
are made,” said Finegold. 

“How can we give out pay 
raises? It just felt like the wrong 
time and the wrong message,” 
said L’ Italien. Like Finegold, she 
said she did not want to elimi- 
nate the current Checks and bal- 
ances on the process. “Once 
you've opened that door, you’ve 
opened the flood gates,” she 
said. 

On Monday, Finegold said it 
looked as if any vote to override 
Romney, which requires a two- 
thirds vote, would be a close 
one. “It’s only going to come up 
if he feels confident (he has) the 
number of votes to Override the 
veto,” said L’ Italien. 

Finneran met with several 
members of the House on an 
individual basis last week asking 
for support. Finegold said he was 
not chosen for such a one-on- 
one discussion with the Speaker, 
adding his thoughts on the mat- 
ter are well known. Finegold 
estimated 20 to 25 other repre- 


sentatives also did not 
meet individually with 
Finneran about the 
matter.

downtown. It’s not that bad,” she 
said while walking with her 
daughter Heather, and pushing 
her younger daughter, Amy, in a 
stroller.

The recent interview with the 
Andover High School principal 
(“Academic time slipping 
away?” Townsman, July 10) 
revealed a fact that will come as 
a surprise to most Andover High 
School parents. For the last two 
years, the town has failed to 
comply with a state mandate for 
the number of directed teaching 
hours that must be offered to 
high school students (990 
hours). Not only has the town 
not complied with this Depart- 
ment of Education mandate, it 
has done so without obtaining a 
waiver, according to a DOE rep- 
resentative I spoke with. This 
means Our town is in violation 
of a state mandate and this 
exposes it to state sanctions, 
such as the withholding of fed- 
eral funds. 

Anderson argues that the 
implementation of the mandate 
is not practical. Yet, the town 
did indeed meet the state man- 
date during the 2000-01 school 
year. The DOE visited the 
school at that time for an evalu- 
ation and determined that the 
mandate had been implemented. 
That DOE report can be viewed 
at the DOE Web. site 
(www.doe.mass.edu/pqa/review 
/cpr/reports/2001/0009.pdf). 
The town was able to comply 
with the mandate by offering a 
full schedule of 8.0 credits to 
high school students that year. 

The next year (2001-02), the 
school administration set a cap 
of 7.5 credits for all students. 
This resulted in the town going 
out of compliance with the man- 
date and our children being 
forced to sit in study halls every 


other day for half of the year. : 
The same restriction occurred : 


last school year (2002-03). 
Now, the school administra- 


credits, forcing our children to 
spend even more time in study 


halls. Anderson paints a picture : 


of students engaged in worth- 
while, alternative learning activ- 
ities during study-hall time. Yet 
the truth is that it is not uncom- 
mon for some students to have 
nothing to do other than social- 
ize or even sleep during this free 
time.

The July 10 Townsman con- 
tained an article and an editorial 
about a memorandum which I 
sent to the Board of Selectmen, 
Planning Board, Zoning Board 
of Appeals, Conservation Com- 
mission and Board of Health. 

There are two aspects of the 
article and editorial upon which I 
would like to comment. The first 
aspect is the assertion that it is 
my recommendation that the 
boards should not share their 
opinions with the public. The 
second aspect is the impression 
left with your readers that my 
recommendation applies to all 
types of meetings held by Town 
boards. 

With regard to the first issue, 
the bold headline on page one of 
the Jownsman indicated that I 
told the town leaders “Don’t 
Share Your Views .” 

The article stated “Urbelis 
told the Planning Board on Tues- 
day, he believes board and staff 
members should refrain from 
expressing comments, views and 
opinions on matters pending 
before the Planning Board.” 
Your editorial started with “Zip 
it. Keep it under your hat. Don’t 
share your opinions with the 
public or with the press.” How- 
ever, my recommendation was 


just the opposite of the forego- 


ing. Although the article quoted 
from parts of the memorandum, 
the sentence in which I advised 
that comments were appropriate 
during an adjudicatory hearing 
in a public forum was not quot- 
ed. The memorandum is clear 
that in the context of an ongoing 
adjudicatory public hearing, it is 
perfectly appropriate for board 
members to express their views, 
and the memorandum does not

The essence of my recom- 
mendation was that while the 
hearings process is ongoing, and 
before a vote is taken, the board 
members should express their 
personal views in a public forum 
of an open meeting and not in a 
private conversation with an 
individual from the media, away 
from the public scrutiny, for the 
following reasons. 

When they are acting in a 
quasi judicial capacity, boards 
and commissions have an awe- 
some responsibility. They adju- 
dicate the rights of applicants. 
while protecting the integrity of 
state laws, as well as the town’s 
bylaws and rules and regula- 
tions, for matters such as the 
right of an applicant to use his or 
her land in a certain way. State 
law gives the boards the authori- 
ty to make decisions which 
could have a significant effect 
upon a person’s rights and 
finances. The applicant as well 
as the opponents present testi- 
mony to the boards in open 
meetings at which there are 
many vigorous questions as well 
as comments by board members. 
Experts retained by the Town 
often testify at such hearings and 
are subject to questioning. 

Questions and comments are 
taken from the public, whether 
from the opponents, the press, or 
interested parties. Those board 
members then deliberate, in 
open meetings, about the merits 
of the application and about their 
reasons for voting as they do. 
The Planning Board and Zoning 
Board of Appeals even schedule 
special public meetings for such 
deliberation and discussion. 
Those reasons are also stated, 
often in great detail, in the writ-

boards.and made public, so that 
the parties and the public know 
the logic for the boards’ deci- 
sion. For example, pursuant to 
state law, the Planning Board is 
required to articulate its specific 
reasons for denial of a subdivi- 
sion application. Anyone famil- 
iar with Planning Board deci- 
sions knows that those decisions 
can be 10 pages long. 

Your editorial suggested that 
individuals should be able to 
stop a board member anytime to 
ascertain the member’s view 
about an adjudicatory proceed- 
ing. However, consider the situa- 
tion of a judicial proceeding in 
which, during the conduct of a 
trial to adjudicate the rights of an 
individual, a judge grants a pri- 
vate interview every day outside 
of the courtroom setting to dis- 
cuss the judge’s view of that 
day’s testimony. Certainly no 
reasonable person would sug- 
gest that such conduct is fair to 
the individual or otherwise 
appropriate. Similarly, in my 
opinion, comments by a board 
member, away from an ongoing 
public hearing, are not recom- 
mended. 

Very often those hearings are 
emotionally charged. Isn't it 
only fair that the applicant, the 
opponents and the public have 
the same benefit as a reporter to 
the adjudicatory board’s thought 
process? In the context of the 
adjudication of rights of an indi- 
vidual, what public benefit 
could there possibly be in hav- 
ing a board member express 
views about the merits to a 
reporter outside of a public hear- 
ing, rather than at the public 
hearing?

Hearing-only talk avoids ‘misinformation’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was quite surprised to read the 
story and the accompanying editorial 
in the Townsman last week that spoke 
of a “gag order” and “hush, hush” and 
thought that misinformation is so easi- 
ly disseminated. I carefully explained 
to the Townsman reporter that the 
Planning Board did not vote on a strict 
policy but agreed that we would not 
formulate opinions and share them 
with the public and the press prior to 
all the information being given to us, 
the public hearings closed and a prop- 
er deliberation being conducted.

Advice to refuse comment

It is the board’s responsibility to act 
fairly and impartially. Planning Board 
members and staff need to have the 
full benefit of all the information 
obtained during the public hearing 
process to fulfill its duties to the town 
and carefully formulate a proper deci- 
sion. The outside pressure to make 
premature decisions and prematurely 
share them with the press and the pub- 
lic can only damage the process. 

The public hearing process is open 
to all and all are welcome to come, 
present information, express opinions 
and lobby the board to their point of 
view. We must be able to take in all 
information from all sides of an issue 
before we vote. I would encourage the 
board and planning staff to openly dis- 
cuss the projects technical issues with 
the press or public while refraining 
from discussions of the merits and for- 
mulating opinions prematurely. To 
have a firm opinion too early in the 
process and share it with others is irre- 
sponsible.

President’s justification for Iraq war: Not all mistakes are created equal 


Editor, Townsman: 

I can still recall the day 
when, as a fourth-grader, I got 
my arithmetic test back from my 
teacher. It was October. There, 
in the middle of the page was a 
big red X. I made a mistake. | 
got one wrong and it cost me a 
pumpkin sticker. Noticing my 
horror, my teacher came to me 
and said, “You made a mistake. 
Next time you will do better.” 
Well, I learned from my mistake 
and got stickers on my follow- 
ing homework assignments and 
tests. A mistake was made, but 
the consequences were not per- 
manent. 

In the adult world, the conse- 
quences of making mistakes are 
not always reversible and can be 
permanent. What if your attor- 
ney makes a mistake? What if 
your doctor makes a mistake? 
The consequences can be seri- 
ous, financially deleterious, and 
possibly life-threatening. 

Now, the White House has 
announced that a mistake was 
made in the run-up to the Iraq 
War. The alleged Iraq-Niger 
connection to acquire weapons- 
grade uranium was not correct; 
it was actually based on a bunch 
of forged documents. Incredibly, 
the “truth,” recognized as early 
as 2002, was not forwarded suc- 
cessfully to top White House 
policy makers. The president 
used the Iraq-Niger uranium 
claim in his State of the Union 
Address in January 2003 to 
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prove that Iraq posed an immi- 
nent threat to the United States. 

It was a mistake. Was this 
mistake like my math error, of 
little consequence? Could the 
consequences of this mistake be 
reversible? Or has this mistake 
resulted in the unnecessary use 
of force, needless loss of life, 
and an unjustified expenditure 
of limited resources? Prior to the 
White House admission of error, 
the president repeatedly stated 
that he was “absolutely confi- 
dent” in his decision to go to 
war. What about now? 

Like the attorney and the 
doctor, there are times when “it 
was a mistake” is not an accept- 
able answer. In my view, the 
decision to go to war is the most 
solemn and grave decision that a 
democratic government can 
make. In this instance, the deci- 
sion to wage war was based, in 
part, on incorrect information. 
Now, the president has deter- 
mined that CIA Director George 
Tenet was responsible for the 
error. According to the presi- 
dent, blame has been taken, the 
nuclear issue is over, and it is 
“time to move on.” 

Move on to what? How can 
the president be “absolutely con- 
fident” of any new information 
or decision provided by the CIA 
where justification is needed to

Historian: Not everyone in 
Andover backed abolition of 
slavery before the Civil War 


By Ben Hellman 

Slavery and the abolition 
were not black-and-white 
issues in Andover, said 
Andover Historical Society his- 
torian Julie Mofford. 

Long known as a stop on the 
Underground Railroad, 
Andover residents did not stand 
squarely behind the abolition 
movement, said Mofford. 

She has researched Andover 
residents’ opinions on slavery 
and its abolition and said 
Andover institutions had a con- 
servative view on abolition and 
did not back it before the Civil 
War. 

“I proudly, rather smugly, 
assumed (Andover residents) 
were all anti-slavery. That’s not 
necessarily true,” said Mofford. 
She has put together an exhibit 
on the subject of slavery and 
abolition efforts in Andover and 
hopes it will become a tool for 
teachers in the Andover schools 
this fall. 

The slavery question was 
volatile in Andover in the years 
leading up to the Civil War, said 
Mofford. Phillips Academy for- 
bade students to attend anti- 
slavery meetings. This led to a 
riot and 50 students were 
kicked out in 1835, said Mof- 
ford. 

John Smith and members of 
Andover churches who didn’t 
think that a strong enough stand 
was being made against slavery 
left the existing Andover 
churches of the time to form the 
Free Christian Church on Elm 
Street. 

But even those who were 
anti-slavery were not necessari- 
ly pro-abolition. Some thought 
slavery would just die out on its 
own. Some believed in the con- 
cept of gradual emancipation, 
which would allow slaves to 
become educated before being 
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freed. “So many of them have 
this condescending attitude,” 
said Mofford. 

Mofford said the Andover 
Theological Seminary was the 
lightning rod that attracted 
famous abolitionist speakers 
like Frederick Douglas and 
William Lloyd Garrison. “The 
Andover Theological Seminary 
was the No. | place for the 
Protestant faith in the 19th cen- 
tury,” said Mofford. She said 
abolitionists believed that if the 
Protestant church took a stand

To Kill a Mockingbird 
by Harper Lee 


Reviewed by John Chartier

This summer, 14-year-old Andover 
residents John and James will review 
books they believe are appropriate for 
readers who are 9 years old to young 
adult. To Kill a Mockingbird is recom- 
mended for older readers. 


In the early 1900s, slavery had been 
abolished, but the segregation and dis- 
crimination of blacks in the South and 
North continued. It was during this time 
that Harper Lee’s To Kill a Mockingbird 


Alabama known as Maycomb County, 
Harper Lee sets the stage for this classic. 
Jean Louise Finch, a k a Scout, a 
young white girl in Maycomb, lives with 
her brother, Jem, and their father, Atti- 
cus, a lawyer in the small town and a 
supporter of African-Americans 
Through the family’s African-American 
maid, Calpurnia, Jem and Scout learn to 
love the African-American community. 
Atticus later is assigned by the court 
to defend an African-American man 
named Tom Robinson, who was accused 
of raping one of the “white folks,” 
Mayella Euelle. (Note: This book does

against slavery, then Congress would 
follow.

That movement led to the formation of 
the African state of Liberia, where cur- 
rent President George Bush may send 
US troops to stop a revolution. 

The seminary was also partially, 
supported by Southern cotton farmers, 
whose sons attended. “Cotton was the’ 
whole economy. It was like oil today. 
People were doing things they didn’t 
necessarily believe in because it was so’ 
profitable,” said Mofford. ; 

Mofford traces slavery i in Andover 
back to the 1660s in her exhibit. She 
found notices placed in Boston news~ 
papers by Andover residents selling 
slaves or warning of runaway slaves. 
Samuel Phillips, the first minister of 
South Parish, owned slaves whom his. 
son later inherited. 

Mofford has been researching. 
Andover and its connections to the 
abolitionist movement for the Andover 
Historical Society since 1999. “The 
more I studied, the more there was to! 
learn. Andover was much more signif- 
icantly involved,” said Mofford. 

The exhibit is titled “Slavery, Anti- 
Slavery, and the Underground Railroad 
in Andover.” Mofford’s findings are’ 
displayed in portable Plexiglass and 
metal screens.

Sam Clark belted three homers, drove in six runs 
and pitched a complete-game five-hitter in a Herculean 
performance, sparking the Andover American Major 
10-12 All-Stars to a 12-5 romp over previously-unde- 
feated Tewksbury American in a District 14 Little 
League Tournament championship round game at the 
neutral Pollard Field in Billerica. 

Andover, unveiling its own version of “Murderer’s 
Row,” blasted six homers to account for all 12 runs in 
the crucial victory, which propelled the locals to the 
double-elimination tourney’s winner-take-all final 

Brian Russell clouted a grand slam, the first homer 
of his LL career, while John Farrell and Eric Geffken 
contributed a solo shot each to Clark’s three dingers. 

Defending district champ Andover American, 
whose players combined for 35 regular season homers, 
has now belted 14 fourbaggers in District 14 games. 

The locals have also scored double figures four 
times and totaled 60 runs in six tourney games (exclud- 
ing a forfeit win). 

“We have 14 terrific kids on this team,” said 
Andover manager Rick Crowley. “They came from the 
best talent pool I’ ve ever seen on our side of town. The 
All-Star selection process took four hours this year. 
There are seven or eight other kids, who did not make 
the team, that could play for me any day.” 


The back-to-the-wall survival victory over Tewks- 
bury forced a title game between the same two teams, 
held last night after Townsman presstime at Pollard 
Field.

Last year Andover American won both District 14 
and Sectional championships, qualifying for the State 
finals where the dream ended following losses to Mid- 
dleboro and eventual Williamsport (Pa.)

The media often criticizes local government 


for executive sessions held outside of public 
scrutiny. Yet my memorandum is encouraging 
discussion in an open meeting and not in a private 
one-on-one encounter 

Furthermore, many of the various boards’ 
decisions are appealed to the courts, either by an 
applicant who is objecting to a disapproval or by 
an opponent who is objecting to an approval. The 
town’s defense in such cases can be affected 
adversely by comments made by the board mem- 
bers outside of the public hearing process. Equal- 
ly important is the right of the applicant and 
opponents to be on a level playing field with other 
individuals when it comes to knowledge about the 
views of a board member. 

With regard to the second issue, your reporting 

s quoted above did not point out that the memo- 
randum is explicitly limited to matters in which a 
board is acting in a quasi judicial capacity, adju-

For example, the Finance Committee never 
sits in an adjudicatory capacity. The Board of 
Selectmen sits infrequently in a quasi judicial 
capacity and most often considers matters of gen- 
eral town policy, while the Board of Appeals sits 
almost exclusively in a quasi judicial capacity. In 
fact, at the Planning Board meeting last week, 
which was attended by your reporter, the differ- 
ence between a topic of general discussion and an 
adjudicatory hearing was discussed but not 
reported in the paper. The board heard an exten- 
sive presentation, from experts hired by the town, 
about stormwater-management procedures to be 
adopted by the town. In response to a question 
about my memorandum, I pointed out the differ- 
ence between that type of general presentation 
and a presentation in which the rights of an indi- 
vidual are adjudicated. 

In sum, my recommendation was based upon 
the premise that the views of a board member, 
during the pendency of an unfinished adjudicato- 
ry proceeding, are most appropriately expressed 
in the context of a public hearing and not in the 
context of comments outside of the public hear- 
ing to selected individuals.

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Farmers lie head to court 


The town planned to take the owners | 
of a Blanchard Street farm to court yes- | 
terday, Wednesday, to compel them to | 
build an enclosure for their cows, after | 
neighbors complained about the odor. _| 

Richard Nabydoski and his sister, | 
Maxie Nabydoski, have not followed | 
through on their agreement to build a| 
structure with a roof and screen walls to | 
keep away seagulls that feast on the cast- 
off lettuce heads and other items fed to 
the 50 cows on the property, said Everett 
Penney, town health director. 

The health department cited the own- 
ers for creating a nuisance in April and 
set up the agreement early last month. 

But the Nabydoskis have yet to give 
the town a design plan, which must be 
approved by the building inspector before 
they can begin construction, Penney said. 
The town is pursuing a criminal com- 
plaint to try and spur them to submit a 
design quickly. 

Building the feed structure will be “a 
great hardship” for the Nabydoskis, who 
are just eking a living out of the farm, 
said their attorney, Raymond Paczkows- 
ki. He said they plan to build an enclosure 
in the interest of keeping the peace of the 
neighborhood. However, rainy weather 
has made it impossible for them to do any 
work on the building so far, Paczkowski | 
said. “I would defy anybody to go on that 
far with all the muck and mire, and try to | 
building anything,” he said.

Resident: No heat in some rooms, but given arrest warrant, lien

John Frost likened the moment 
he and his wife Malihe saw 43 
Lowell St. to a scene from “It’s a 
Wonderful Life.” The front door 

was open, welcoming the Frosts 
when they got there — a sign that 
Malihe took to mean they were 
| destined to live there. “My wife 
walked in and said ‘I love the 
house, and we moved in,” said 
Frost. 

But, as in the movie, the Frosts’ 
home needed major repairs. Now, 
after a heating company allegedly 
failed to finish their job and Frost 
missed a court date through an 
alleged misunderstanding, he now 
faces legal difficulties and a lien on 
the home. 

The house had sat vacant for 
five years when the Frosts moved 
in. The heater — an ancient, rusting 
hulk in the basement — was dead. 
The home needed major remodel- 
ing to fit the Frosts’ tastes and 
needs. 

The first-time homeowners 
hired carpenters and the heating 
company Climate Design Systems 
of Haverhill to turn the small house 
into the home they wanted. That 
was March 2002 and the beginning 
of what Frost said are many trou- 
bles. 

John Frost had two carpenters 
take his money and leave that year 


| — in total a $37,000 loss, some of 


which Frost has recouped in court. 
But he said the lingering trouble 
concerns Climate Design Systems. 

Climate Design Systems gener- 
al manager Richard McCarthy 
declined to discuss the details of 
the case. “We have been awarded 
decisions which have been ignored 
by Mr. Frost,” said McCarthy. He 
referred further questions to his 
attorney, Russell Channen of 
Phillips, Gerstein, Holber and 
| Channen. Channen also declined to 
discuss the case, repeating that a 
| judgment had been made and that 
there was still an outstanding bal- 
ance.

The remainder of the bill 
was $4,144, and was to be paid 
when Climate Design finished the 
job. 

Frost also showed the allegedly 
unfinished heating job. Several hot 
water pipes travel from the heater, 
ending abruptly. They are not 
hooked up to anything. 

There is one baseboard heater 
for the living room and dining 
room of the house, the only rooms 
to receive heat last winter — and 
they only received heat after 
Christmas . 

Frost said that after several 
months of fending off the cold with 
space heaters, and after a scream- 
ing match with Climate Control 
Systems, the company finally 
turned on the heat. Though the job 
was not finished, Frost said the 


company wanted the remainder of 


its payment. Frost refused to pay. 
He received a court summons in 
July, though he said the company 
claims it sent prior warnings. Cli- 
mate Design was taking him to

court. But Frost claimed when he 
called the company, an office 
worker at Climate Design told him 
that the matter could be settled 
without going to court and that 
Frost should not show up. 

When Frost and his wife failed 
to appear in court they received a 
letter from the sheriff’s office, 
warning them that there was a war- 
rant for their arrest. “Do you know 
how you feel when someone drops 
this off?” asked Frost as he held the 
arrest notice. 

Last week, Frost received a 
warning that a lien had been placed 
on their home. He doesn’t believe 
that the action is legal and said he 
will not pay the bill until the job is 
finished. This week, he sent the 
company’s attorney a letter stating 


that he would pay the remainder of 


the bill when the work was com- 
pleted. He awaits the company’s 
response. 

Frost’s advice to anyone hiring 
construction or heating companies: 
“Don’t be naive. We were. Ask 
around. Ask neighbors. Don’t trust 
somebody just because their name 
is in the yellow pages.”
